Extrad of a Private P from the Combined Army 
at Sc. John’s; April 20, 1744 

‘ This Mornieg, by Break of Day, we attacked the 
* Piedmontefe* Iotrenc ‘in feven Places at once;

* warm and obftidate:« Difputes it having laſted tull 
* nine Hours, Thetwo —8 on the Right were com-

Whitehall, May 1. The following is-a Tranflation of ~ 


the Anfwer returned by the States General, ta his Ma-. 
jefty’s Letter to their High Mightinefles of the 3th of 
laft Month, publifhed in the laft Gazette. 


SIR, 


« As foon as the Arrival of the eldeft Son of the Pre- 
« tender in France, and the Prepsrations that were mak- 
‘ ing there for invading your Majefly’s Kingdoms, came 
«to our Knowledge, we did not fail to make “yo 
‘ rious Refl:Gions upon thofe Proceedings; and 
‘ contrary they were to the moft folemn Treaties, aod 
« how much they tended to overtura your Majefty’s 
« Government, and the Laws, che Liberty and the Re-. 
‘ ligion of the Britith Naton, with the Maintenance 
‘ whereof the Prefervation of thofe of our Republick 
‘ is infeparably connected. We therefore, upon the 
‘ firft Requifition made by your Majcity’s Mimiter Ple- 
‘ nipotentiary, did not hefitate to grant immediarely, 
* and to fead into England, with all Expedition poflible, 
‘the firft Succour of 6000 Foot, ft.pulated in the 
‘ Treaties. It is a great Satisfsction to us, to have firt 
‘ learnt, by your Majefty’s fiid Minifter Plenipotentiory, 
‘ and to fee afterwards, by the Letrer of the 2th, N.S. 
‘ which your Majetty bath juft honour'’d us with, that 
‘ our good Faith, end the fulfi ling of our Engegement, 
‘ were sgrecable to your Majefty. France baving al- 
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
